Principal Services in Canada Will Be Continued If 
Parliament Approves Government’s Plans As Out¬ 
lined in Estimates; Civil Air Operations Scheduled 
for Reduction.

Madrid, April 14.—King Alfonso, the last of the Bourbons, 
abdicated at 6 o’clock tlys evening (10 o’clock this fore¬ 
noon, Victoria time), and Niceto Alcala Zamora, Republican 
leader, who not so many weeks ago was in jail for his activi¬ 
ties, became Provisional President. 

The King signed his abdication at 6 o’clock and as he If ft 
the cabinet room he embraced his minister with considerable 
emotion. He said he left the throne with his conscience 
tranquil, having always worked for the welfare of the country. 

Niceto Alcala Zamora telephoned 
Francisco Macla, leader of the new 
republic at Barcelona, this after¬ 
noon and exchanged felicitations. 
“The two republics of Spain and 
1 Catalan will work In friendship. 

| harmony and co-operation,” Alcala 
I Zamora told .Macla.

Ihe Spanish kmg weathered many crises in¬ 
volving peril to himself since he inherited the throne 
on his birth forty-seven years ago. He escaped more 
conspiracies against his life than a Chicago gang 
leader. Attempts were made to poison him, bomb 
him and shoot him, and on one occasion he dashed 
on horseback at a would-be assassin and rode him 
down with a shout. In his private museum he pos¬ 
sesses a gruesome collection of the various lethal im¬ 
plements and missiles which were thrown at him with 
murderous intent. But he never encountered a crisis 
so formidable as that which is before him to-day, 
since it is apparent that the whole nation is against the 
monarchy, whatever it may think of him personally, 
and wants it ended. 

The present political situation is not a novelty 
to Spain. Oq the contrary, the last half century has 
been the /nost peaceful period in Spanish history for 
many generations. During the greater part of the 
nineteenth century the country was wracked with revo¬ 
lution after revolution, with a civil war or two re¬ 
volving around the conflict between Ferdinand and 
his brother Carlos for the throne, and the demands 
of the people for constitutional government. Rulers 
followed rulers on and off the throne in‘hair-trigger 
fashion, while military dictators frequently punctu¬ 
ated the prolonged chapter of disorder. Finally, sixty 
Tears ago Spain became a republic, but two years 
later sent for the Prince of the Asturias, who was 
being educated at Sandhurst, and raised him to the 
ihrone as Alfonso the Twelfth. A few years later he 
died and his infant son. the present Alfonso, succeeded 
him subject to the regency of his mother. From time 
to time the Carlists have challenged his dynasty but 
the Spanish people remained true to the monarchy on 
the whole, and the numerous attempts by the enemies 
of his house to get rid of him consolidated popular 
support for him. His marriage to the niece of King 
Edward VII also lent security to his position. 

A country so full of the elements of political 
combustion as Spain was bound to react violently to 
the economic conditions arising from the war. The 
dictatorship of Mussolini in Italy seemed to offer a 
short cut to order and stability; so General de Rivera 
got into the saddle, took over the control of the 
country with Alfonso’s acquiescence and abolished 
all the institutions and forms of constitutional gov¬ 
ernment. The iron hand operated efficiently for 
some years, as it invariably does, but eventually 
ominous signs of an approaching storm began to ap- 
the horizon..

The Spanish people are not the kind to remain 
supprested very long; they are too explosively proud 
for that. The dictatorship soon became the target 
of open hostility and finally Alfonso, noting ac¬ 
curately the trend of public sentiment, took matters 
into his own hand, and dismissed De Rivera, who fled 
to France. The king then began a series of desperate 
political compromises in an effort to stem the tide 
of republican sentiment, setting up ministry after 
ministry and promising the restoration of the repre¬ 
sentative institutions of government which had been 
suppressed so long. The municipal elections on Sun¬ 
day, the outcome of which is the abdication of the 
king and the establishment of a Spanish republic, 
were the first to be held for eight years. There never 
was any doubt that the monarchy in Spain was doomed 
from the moment Alfonso acquiesced in the dictator¬ 
ship of De Rivera. The historical and inevitable 
sequel to dictatorship is revolution which involves 
everybody and every institution implicated with it. 
When De Rivera went it was only a matter of time 
when Alfonso would follow him or precipitate a gory 
revolt. 

The fallen monarch sprang from two royal houses 
of sifcister and unhappy record, the Bourbons and the 
Hapaburgs. The Bourbons of France had a genius 
for precipitating revolutions, in the greatest of which 
the sixteenth Louis and his Hapsburg consort, Marie 
Antoinette, with several other members of the Bourbon 
family, went to the guillotine. After the fall of Na¬ 
poleon they returned to the throne of France, but 
having ’’remembered nothing and forgotten nothing." 
they were again—and finally—kicked out by the 
French .people. 

The Hapsburg record is even more chequered, 
and eventually it ended in a world war in the origin of' 
which the Austro-Hungarian dynasty played a tragic 
part. Alfonso seems to have run true to form on 
both sides, as far as the fate of his dynasty is con¬ 
cerned, and, like that other Bourbonic scion, the 
former foxy Ferdinand of Bulgaria, will spend the 
rest of his days in exile, albeit an enjpyable exile, 
since Alfonso never forgot how to enjoy the "good 
thing* of this life” and no doubt has had sense enough 
to make ample provision for a luxurious retirement. 
He probably will make hia home in London, perhaps 
not far from the quarters of one Manuel, last of the 
Braganzas. whom Portugal chased into exile some 
twenty years ago.
